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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The After-Final Amendment filed on February 26, 208 under 37 CFR 1.1 1 16 is sufficient 
to place the application in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly suggest a counter knife fitted to a knife frame the counter knife 
having two counter-surfaces arranged to rest on the knife frame, the counter-surfaces forming an 
acute angle a in the range of 25-75° for fitting the counter knife to the knife frame using shape 
locking in combination with the rest of the positively recited limitations as set forth in claims 1 
and 6. 

Neither the prior art of record nor any combination thereof discloses the claimed 
invention as set forth in claims 1 and 6. Accordingly claims 1-9 are deemed allowable over the 
prior art of record.
